Saitillo, Mexico, July 8.—Gen. Obregon, 
Constitutionalist commander of the divi- 
sion of the northwest, today reported to 
Gen. Carranza that he had decisively de- 
feated an army of 6.000 Federals sent out 
from Guadalajara to oppose his advance 
on that city. 

Ten Federal troop trains containirg 
large quantities of arms, ammunition and 
supplies and a number of prisoners were 
captured, according to the dispatch. 

Gen, Obregon reported the Federa!s 
fleeing in disorder and expressed thc 
opinion that Guadalajara would be taker 
without further serious resistance. 


Rebels Spurn Huerta Parley. 

Laredo, Tex., July 8.—The Constitution- 
alists are unlikely to accept the offer of 
the Niagara mediators for a conference 
with representatives of Huerta to ar- 
range a provisional government in Mex- 
ico. This announcement, coming from 
unquestioned sources, reached the border 
here today. 

It waa declared by arrivals here that 
the generals of the Constitutionalist army 
to whom the question was submitted for 
advice by Gen. Carranza had, with the 
exception of the generals of Obregon'’s 
div@ion, who have not yet had time to re- 
port, strongly opposed any such confer- 
ence. 

Federals Desert to Rebels. 

Nogales, Sonora, Mexico, July 8.—Gen. 
Alvarado, the Constitutionalist com- 
mander in front of Guaymas, reported 
today the entire Fifth battalion of the 
Federal garrison at that port had de- 
serted and gone over to the rebe! forces. 


Vera Cruz Revolt Small. 

Vera Cruz, July 8.—Only forty men were 
involved in the revolt of the Mexican 
Federal outpost in front Of the American 
linee on Monday, according to Lieut. Col. 
Izunza, the Mexican commander. 


Blame U. 8. for Revolution. 

Mexico City, July 8.—The differences 
which have arisen between the United 
States and Mexico were the subject of a 
report read before the senate and cham- 
ber of deputies this afternoon by the act- 
ing foreign minister, Roberto Esteva- 
Ruiz, who declared that the trouble be- 
tween the two countries was bound up 
with the ‘tmternal conict in Mexico,

No Verdict After Men 


Are Out for Five 
Hours. 


BACK INCOURT TODAY 


Prisoner Loses Smile as

Geneva, Ill., July 8.—The jury which is 
to decide the fate of Anthony Petras, 
charged with the murder of Tressie Hol- 
lander, had not reached a verdict by 10 
ociock tonight. 

At that hour four persons on the lawn 
below the room where the jury is locked | 
up could hear the jurors arguing. Voices 
raised in anger and protest could be 


picked out now and then, although the 


listeners could catch few words. 

The jury is said to be 11 to 1 for acquit- 
tal. It has been known for some time 
past that the defense expects to chal- 
lenge one juror if a verdict ot uilty is 
brought in. 


Juror’s Threat Quoted, 
This man is said to have stated in a con- 


versation overheard by Justice of the 


Peace W. A. Keiser of Geneva that he 


‘* would like to cut Petras to bits.” 
“One of the jurors paid it,’ Judge 
Keiser admitted tonight to « TRIBUNE 


correspondent, “but I can’t say which 


one it was.” 
The jurors went to bed at 11:30. 
‘When the case went to the jury Petras, 
had lost hie air of confidence and bravado, 
Judge Irwin read his instructions to the 


jury and sent them to the juryroom at 


a verdict. Court then was adjourned 
until 9:30 in the morning.

MRS. CARMAN, IN 
JAIL, COLLAPSES 


Sent There by Eyewitness’ 
Story of “Hatless Wom- 
an” in Bailey Mur- 
der Mystery. 


HE, TOO, IS LOCKED UP. 


Authorities Fear Value of His 
Evidence Will Cause Ef- 
fort to Spirit Him 
from State. 


Freeport, L. I., July 8—Mrs. Florence 
Conklin Carman, wife of Dr. Edwin Car- 
man, was arrested today accused of 
being the assassin who a week ago last 
night murdered Mrs. Louise Bailey, wife 
of a Hempstead manufacturer, by firing 
a bullet through her heart while she was 
standing in the physician’s office. 

Tonight Mrs. Carman, at whom the 
finger of suspicion has been pointing 
since the discovery was made that she 
had installed a telephonic instrument in 
her husband’s office so that she might 
hear conversation between him and his 
women patients, is locked up in Nassau 
county jail at Mineola. 

There she will remain until Monday, 
when she again will be examined by the 
coroner, before whom she pleaded not 
guilty when arraigned today. 


Breaks Down in Cell. 

Mrs. Carman's iron nerve is shattered, 
for as the steel barred door of the Mineola 
jail closed behind her, she pulled her 
heavy veil from her face and broke down. 
Her husband and the sheriff, who took her 
in an automobile from her home here to 
the jail, assisted her to the top floor of 
the building. 

The immediate cause of the arrest was 
that testimony given this morning by 
Eliwood T. Bardes, an insurance agent, 
whom the authorities called the single 
reliable eyewitness of the crime. Bardes 
is under lock and key algo.

organization of the new banking system. 
These developments were: 

The president took under advisement 
the plea of a delegation representing 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
that anti-trust legislation be |i‘mited 
to the creation of a strong trace com- 
mission empowered to administer the 
Sherman law as interpreted by the 
courts. 


Wilson Accepts Suggestions. 

Concedirg the force of part of the 
contentions of the business men Mr. 
Wilson indicated his willingness to 
abandon gections of the Clayton bill 
defining unfair business methods, 
which he believes would be proscribed 
sufficiently by the provision of the 
trade commission bill prohibiting un- 
fair competition. He also agreed to the 
elimination from the trade commis- 
sion bill of the requirement of annual 
and special reports from all corpora- 
tions on the ground that this provi- 
sion would make the machinery of the 

regulatory body too cumbersome. 

In a statement defending the ap- 
pointment of Thomas D. Jones of Uhi- 
cago and Paul M. Warburg of New 
York to the federal reserve board and 
virtually demanding approval of these 
selections by the senate, the president 
taid that “the vast majority of the 
men connected with what we have 
come to call * big busiress’ are hon- 
est, incorruptible, and patriotic.” 

The White House announced an- 
other conference tomorrow on busi- 
ness conditions and reserve bank 
questions between the president and 
a delegation of Illinois bankers head- 
ed by R. S, Crampton of Chicago, 
William George of Aurora, and An- 
drew Russel of Jacksonville. Henry 
Ford, the automobile manufacturer, 
also will discuss business conditions 
with the president tomorrow. 


Change in Wilson’s Attitude. 

The reception of the delegation from 
the Chicago Association of Commerce by 
the president was in marked contrast to 
that of the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation a few weeks ago. Mr. Wilson's 
manner was conciliatory and indicative 
of a desire to meet the business men on a 
basis of codperation in the framing of 
anti-trust legislation. 

The president Hstened attentively to 
ing bills submitted by the delegation, 
asked frequent questions during the con- 
ference of more than an hour, and ex- 
plained the provisions of the Democratic 
anti-trust measures, 


Finally the president said he wouid give 
careful study to the criticisms of the 
bills by the tion and requested the 
visitors to present the technical legal 
questions involved to» Representative.

WERE THOUGHT SAFE. 


Prominent Scientists Members 
of Ill-Fated Group in 
Frozen North. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 8.—Bight members 
of the Stefansson arctic expedition, who 
were believed to be on Wrangel island, off 
the coast of Alaska, with the rest of the 
| Karluk party, which was reported safe 
| more than & month ago, are now thought 
to be lost, according to a report which 
Deputy Minister of Marine Desbarrats 
received today from Capt. Bartlett in 
Nome. Bartlett commanded the Karluk. 


Scientists Among Missing. 

Among those believed missing are 
Henry Beauchant of Paris, the anthro- 
pologist of the expedition; Dr. Alister 
Forbes-Mackay, surgeon of the ex pedi- 
tion, who accompanied Shackleton on one 
of his expeditions, and James Murray of 
Foxfield Hantz, England, also a Shackle- 
ton man. 

The previous report from which it was 
inferred that the whole party had reached 


Wrangel island, neglected to mention two 
parties of four, which set out ten days 
after the Karluk sank—one for Herald 
island and the other for an unknown 
shore, dimly discernible through the 
arctic night. Neither of these parties 
has been heard from. 


Waited for Ice to. Form. 

The supporting party which accom- 
panied the first party returned and re- 
ported that progress had been stopped 
by open water three miles from shore. 
Four men were left with provisions on 
the edge of the ice waiting for a chance to 
land. That was the last heard of them. 
The four were Officer Alexander Ander- 
son of Inverkeithing, Fifeshire, sceot- 
land; Second Officer Charles Bartlett, 
Seaman John Bredy, and Seaman Archi- 
bald King, all of Victoria, B. Cc. 


Big Men in Party. 

Dr. Alister Forbes-Mackay, surgeon of 
the Stefansson expedition, was born at 
the fall of Cantyre, Scotland, and is a s0n 
of Col. Alexander Forbes-Mackay, of the 
Ninety-second Gordon Highlanders. He 
studied botany, zodlogy, and medicine at 
the University of Edinburgh. He saw 
service in South Africa in the Boer war. 

James Murray, oceanographer, was the 
oldest member of the Shackleton expedi- 
tion. He has written important papers on 
scientific subjects, 

Henry Beauchant, anthropologist, was 
born in Paris Dec. 9, 1879, and is of Swiss 
descent. He has been a magazine editor, 
museum custodian, and director under 
the ministry of fine arts of the upkeep 
and repair of the monuments of all 
France. He is the author of a “Manual 
on American Archeology.”

When there is an impulse to violence there is no 
control. 

It is, admittedly, a difficult problem. Society 
has net the inquisitorial power to search out and | 
sezregate all persons whose minds are defective. | 
They are not all revealed, but when a community | 
is indifferent to the presence of a feeble minded 
person it is merely taking a chance. | 

It is not only accepting a hazard but it is cruel | 


to the lunatic. Many of them live hideous lives, |

and sensations. It is not a problem for the inex- 
me to have more to do with than to recognize, but 
skilled opinion goes but a little ways in the face of 
general indifference.

It is a disgrace that men of American 
education have shown so little respect for American 
principles of liberty and civil rights when their 
property rights were involved. “Deportation” has 
been a favorite resort of western local authorities 
who made no pretense of impartiality. Lew and 
order must be enforced even before justice is meted 
out, but when the enforcement of order is merely a 
form of perpetuating injustice it loses its sanction 
and it is natural that aliens without our traditions 
should demand illegal measures in their own behalf 
when the same measures have been used so often 
against their own class. 

What is needed in the west is a revival of Amer- 
icanism, not the kind that waves the stars and 
stripes over un-American conditions and denounces 
those who afe asking only for American rights, 
but the true Americanism which believes in 
the bill of rights not merely to protect himself and 
his privileges but for all his fellow countrymen, 
however weak and obscure or ignorant and pas-

When ali children are brought up like little Rollo 
the race will have lost something: worthy of preser- 
vation, and censors ought to show a sensible sym- 
pathy for youth's craving for romantic adventure, 
which necessarily includes romantic violence. 


PHILIPPINE CONDITIONS. 

The source of Mr. Henning’s information in re- 
gard to a conspiracy of insurrection in the 
Philippines is so reliable that the facts alleged 
should be taken with the utmost seriousness. But 
even if this source were less to be depended upon 
the report could not but be deemed plausible, since 
the course of our foreign policy of late and the 
international situation in which we find ourselves 
are such as to encourage masterful diplomacy, on 
the one hand, and interna] revolt, on the other. 

It is devoutly to be hoped that the fears ex- 
pressed in Mr. Henning’s circumstantial report 
will prove to be exaggerated, but in the meantime 
it is devoutly to be hoped that the optimism of the 
administration, shown fYrequently with singular 
stubbornness in defiance of facts, will not prevent 
prompt action to prevent a tragedy and to ascertain 
more fully the extent of insurrectionary plans. 

If revolt is intended at all, and it has been pre- 
dicted by men who know the Philippines and ‘their 
peoples better than Mr. Wilson or Mr. Bryan, its 
leaders might well be caqnvinced that this is the 
time to strike. It is true that the administration 
has made sweeping concessions to Filipino ambition 
and has greatly reduced our power to shape or 
control the course of action of the islands’ gov- 
ernment. But feeding power to the Tagalog poli- 
ticlans does not mean that their thirst for complete 
control is slaked or slackened, or that they have 
derived from our idealism a respect for our will. 

On the contrary, our course in Mexico, as in- 
terpreted by the Malayan mind and moral sensb, is 
pretty certain to bave inclined the Philippine mal- 
contents to the ‘conclusion that there is now in 
Washington a government which is not likely to 
act with promptness and vigor against violence and 
affront, and which might even in the end condone 
both for sake of escaping the problems inseparable 
from American sovereignty in the Philippines. 

It is unfortunate that this abuse of the ad- 
ministration’s high minded scruples and elevated 
idealism is among the possibilities, but it is not only 
possible: but probable, and the government should 
proceed not on the theory that it is dealing with the 
people of Nebraska, but with the people with whom 
they actually are dealing. : 

Another fact undoubtedly considered by the con- 
spirators is our pitiful military weakness and the 
fact that so large a part of our army must be held 
for operations in Mexico in case of intervention. 

As to Japanese influence in the insurrection, it 
is hardly to be credited, except as to the secret sale 
of arms and munitions for private profit. This 
might not be checked as strictly as it would be if 
trouble in the islands could not be taken advantage 
of in the form of a more successful pressure for 
concessions in the California law negotiations.

It 
is useless to expect men of greater ability to enter 
the teaching profession in view of such an economic 
predicament. No* matter how strong a love a 
man may cherish for the profession he will think 
twice before entering it. No one likes to enter 
a field of endeavor that makes no provision for 
old age—save a Carnegie pension, 

We have been finding fault a good deal of late 
with our educational system. We have charged 
it with lack of efficiency. Individual employers 
are learning that high efficiency goes only with con- 
tentment on the part of employés, with a sense of 
security in their jobs and their future. What is 
true of the factory workman is true of the school 
teacher. Cease to make teachers intellectual pro- 
letarians—men without possessions, without hopes, 
without promise in the future—and their efficiency 
will go up.

If Duke Alexander Constantine of Old- 
enburg succumbs to the grave injuries 
Sustained in the wreck last week of his 
automobile just outside the Baden vil- 
lage of Wiesenthal, it will the second 
case of the death of a royal personage 
through a motor accident, the only other 
one having been that of the elder brother 
of the reigning duke of Brunswick, while 
on his way from Berlin to Hamburg. 

Duke Alexander, who has been an in- 
valid for some time past, was traveling 
with his nurse and his valet, his gentle- 
men in waiting following in a second 
automobile, and those with him in the 
wrecked motor were all badly hurt.

The duke, although a member of the 
German reigning dynasty of Oldenburg 
and in the immediate line of succesion to 
the grand ducal throne of that north Ger- 
man state, is a Russian rather than a 
German, having been born in Ruasia of 
a Russian mother, Grand Duchess Cath- 
erine Paulovna, and having spent his 
entire life in the dominions and im the 
military service of the czar. 

As the imperial house of Russia con- 
stitutes part and parcel of the Oldenberg 
dynasty, he has always been considered 
at St. Petersburg as a member of the im- 
perial family. 

Moreover his wife is one of the daugh- 
tetas of the union of Grand Duchess Marie 
of Russia with the Duke of Leuchten- 
berg, himself a son of Eugene de Beau- 
harnais, the stepson of the first Napoleon. 

Princess Alexander of Leuchtenberg is 
therfore on her father’s side a great- 
grandchild of Empress Josephine and on 
her mother’s side a great-granddaughter 


of the celebrated Queen Louise of Prussia, | 


the heroine of the war of German libera- 


tion at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century.

Of all the royal and imperial personages 
at St. Petersburg, there are probably no 
two who are so generally beloved as Duke 
and Duchess Alexander of Oldenberg, 
who may be said to devote the whole of 
their life and the greater portion of their 
great wealth to philanthropy. 

There is no end to the number of char- 
itable Institutions, hospitals, and espe- 
cially orphan asylums and technical 


echoola that have been founded by this/ 


royal couple on the banks of the Neva 
and throughout Russia. In the so-called 
Oldenburg institute at St. Petersburg, 
more than 2,000 boys and girls are taught 
trades and receive technical education, 
being furnished with board and lodging at 
the expense of the duke and duchess. 

The duchess, moréover, has established 
on the banks of the Neva a sort of people's 
palace on the lines of the one which Sir 
Walter Besant organized in London, 
where the poor can obtain either for a 
hominal price or else gratis food and non- 
alcoholic beverages as well as theatrical 
and musical entertainment. 

Their kindness, however, and their 
charity to the poor and suffering did not 
prevent their beautiful chateau of Ro- 
mons, in the provinee of Voronezh in 
southern Russia, from being burned to the 


ground and plundered by the peasants of |

Several pounds of well washed beets are 
then boiled tender, pared, and sliced into 
a deep pipkin, and the sloe liquor is poured 
over: The next day the rinds of oranges 
and lemons and the strained juice are 
added and a good stirring is given. On 
the third day asmmany pounds of sugar as 
will equal a quarter of the weight of the 
strained juice are put into the preserving 
pan and the whole of the liquor ig drained 


‘off and putwith them, and half as much 


filtered water. It boils for a short ime 
only, is then strained into the tub, and 
some yeast put in when cool, and left four 
or five days. When pouring off into the 
caSk a little brandy is addéd. It improves 
with age.

“This leads me naturally to mention 
again the cordials to which I have before 
alluded. Properly speaking, these are the 


| juices of ripe fruits extracted by the aid 


of alcohol or cheap spirit, or, as Charlotte 
would gay, with ‘eau de vie.” But this, 
which is so inexpensive inher country, is 
dear in our, so our cordials have to be 
made by crushing the fruit and straining 
off its own juice, boiling that with loaf 
sugar sufftcient to make a good sirup, and 
then adding a third of its amount of 


French brandy, or of spirits of wine, just 
before bottling. In this way we make red 
currant cofdial, raspberry, blackberry, 
and quince, while of green gooseberries 
and ripe black currants we make a cor- 
dial that is less rich, being diluted with 
a little water and having less sugar, as 
both are for common drinking. These 
cordials are never fermented, but are 
bottled off as soon as made, and a table- 
spoonful of any one of them is sufficient 


for a large tugnblerful of drink.”

Formulas for Inks. 
a HAVE read Mrs. M. 8.‘s desire for 
a list of formulas for inks. I am 

|: inclosing the same: Yellow: A lit- 
tle alum added to saffron in soft 

hot water makes a fine yellow ink. 
Purple: Eight parts of logwood in sixty- 
four parts of soft water by measure. Boil 
down to one-half the amount, strain, and 
add one part chloride of tin. Blue: Two 
ounces of Chinese blue, three-fourths of 
an ounce of pure oxolic acid, one ounce of 
powder gum arabic, six pints of distilled 
soft water. Gold: Two parts mosiac, one 
part gum arabic by measure, mix with 
soft water till in the proper condition. 
Green: Powder one ounce of verdigris, 
put into a quart of vinegdr. Mix, and al- 
low it to stand for two or three days.

From Typewriter Ribbons, 

“If Mrs. M. 8S. does not hear from 
E. M. H. she might be able to secure some 
discarded typewriter ribbons (copy), 
which make good ink. Simply soak them 
in water for a few hours, then pour off 
the liquid. A bookkeeper told me he never 
used any other kind of ink. It does not 
gum up the pen, and is suitable for a 
fountain pen, as it flows freely. The ink 
I now use was made from a blue copying 
ribbon or a black ribbon copying blue.

Y.M:C.A. College at 


Lake Geneva Visited. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
N association which trains in three 
months imore than 4,000 persons, 
chiefly men, and is a part of a 
movement in which $100,000,000 is 
invested in property employing 
4,000 secrotaries and physical directors is 
worthy of the attention of the public. 
This is what prompted the officials of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
college, with headquarters at Lake Gene 
va, Wis., to invite the representatives of 
the daily and religious press of Chicago, 
in connection with the directors of the 
college, to visit the Lake Geneva camp 
yesterday and inapect the workings of 
the institution. 
_ 


There were sixty in the party which 
made the trip. They were given a dinner, 
escorted about the grounds, addressed on 
the work of the camp in the auditorium, 
treated to an exhibition of athletic stunts, 
and furnished a boat ride on the lake. 

It was just thirty years ago, in 18%, 
that a few tents were est up and a two 
weeks’ training institute for employed 
officers of the Y. M. C. A. was established 
on the shore of Lake Geneva. The first 
purchase of land was of four acres, and 
a debt was created to make the purchase. 
The work has grown until the associa- 
tion owns thirty-five acres free from debt, 
and has a plant, valued at $150,000, with all 
of the convenfences of a modern summer 
assembly. Last year there was an at- 
tendance of 4,085, and the numbers at- 
tending to date show a considerable in- 
crease over the same date of last year. 
The operation of the plant cost last year 
$60,000 and will cost this year nearly $70, - 
000. 


——— 


Plans for the future include the build- 
ing up in Chicago of an association col- 
lege which will give nine months’ train- 
ing to men who are fitting themselves 
for professional service in connection 
with work In the Y. M. C. A., while the 
Lake Geneva camp will give training for 
the three summer months. 

The grounds on which the college is to 
be erected were purchased some time ago 
at Drexel avenue and Fifty-third street. 
Three hundred and fifteen thousand dol- 
lars of the $500,000 needed to erect the, 
buildings is now provided for. Contracts 
will be let soon and the work of construc- 
tion will begin in the fall. 

oe 

The resuits thus far accomplished have 
been brought about by a “team work ”’ 
movement which enlisted workers in the 
territory extending from western Penn- 
syivania to the Dakotas and as far south 
as Texas. 

As the work becomes world-wide and 
cities of the orient develop Young Men’s 
Christian association activities as they 
are now rapidiy doing the need for tech- 
nically trained leaders is becoming in- 
creasingly imperative. 

F. W. Gerould of Evanston, chairman 
of the board of trustees of the Y. M. C. A. 
coliege, presided at the meeting in the 
auditorium, where the plane of the college 
were explained. Addresses were made by 
J. S. Hutton, business manager; L. Wilbur 
Messes, general secretary of the Chicago

U.S. Suffr ists Hear 


EWPORT, R. I., July 8—[Special.] 
—The conditions under. which the 
women of the poorer classes are 
\Jiving, what is being done for them, 
_ and what is hoped*to be done for 
them were brought out forcibly before a 
large audience of men and women.on the 
terrace at Marble House, the home of 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, this afternoon, by 
several of the most prominent women in 
this country at a conference of the Polit- 
ical Equality association, of which Mrs, 
Belmont is president. 
Besides hearing of the conditions in 
America the audience also had a chance 
to hear something of the conditions in 
England from the Duchess of Maribor- 
ough (the former Consuelo Vanderbilt, 
Mrs. Belmont’s ter), who has apent 
much time and money in bettering the 
conditions of working giris and women in 
London by the establishment of homea 
Much interest was attached to the ad- 
Gress by the @uchesa, for it was her first 
address in America. : 


. a 

The duchess read a paper which con- 
tained many personal experiences of her 
work for the bettermem of working 
women. She said in part: 

“That lodging houses should be 
licensed when it is common knowledge 
that girls are exposed to moral dangers 
as well as to disease and infection in un- 
hygienic and dirty surroundings is all 
the more unjust when we remember that 
the municipality builde model lodging 
huuses for men, which are paid for out 
ef the taxes. . 

“We have therefore unitlertaken « 
propaganda throughout England and 
Scotland in which we ask the corporation 
to build municipal lodging houses for 
women. We argue that, having recog- 
nized the principle in the case of men, it 
is inconsistent and unjust once the need 
has been proved for women to refuse 
them the same standard of civilisation. 


~~ 

In London I have with the help of 
friends built a beautiful model hotel 
vhich accommodates fifty-six women. 
We find these smaller hotels re more pop- 
ular and also more satisfactory than the 
bigger ones. For W cents a woman can 
obtain a full day’s lodging, wtih a pri- 
vate bedroom and the use-of kitchen, 
laundry, bath, and sitting rooms. Food 
can be purchaéged at equally cheap rates, 
and they can buy it cooked or cuok it 
themselves, as they prefer. 

“This hotel has been opened nine 
months and it is always full, And, what 
is more satisfactory from an economic 
point of view, it is a.most paying its way. 
and will do so in time. Any giri or 
woman is admitted, and we get the very 
poorest. 


_— 

“ No questions are asked and a woman 
can stay as long as she behaves herself. 
In fact, it is a hotel we have to put up, 
not an institution, and the women are 
free to come and go as they please. 

“This hotel was erected in memory of 
Mary Curzon, wife of Lord Curzon of 
Kedleston, who was known by many of us 
as Mary Leiter of Chicago, whom we 
will ever be proud to claim as an Amer- 
rican. In making the hostelry that was 
to bear her name as near a model as 
possible, we, her friends, believed we had 
found a fitting memorial to one who in 
many lands had sought to improve the 
lot of woman. 

“I only wish that this monument for 
hostels would spread into every country, 
for every year sees a greater number of 
women thrown on their own resources, 
struggling to earn a precarious livelihood, 
with no decent place to call a home and 
no provision made for their comfort.

A suit by a semi-diagillusioned follower 
yesterday revealed the retiring and con- 
servative ex-wife of the high priest asthe 
inventor, founder, and proprietor of the 
Church of Christlike Deliverance. 

The ex-wife is Dr. Agnes Chester See. 
She has been separated from See for sev- 
eral years. She i8 a genius in religion 
and the manufacture of genuine cgg 
noodles. The noodles are said to be extra 
good. 


Wealthy Among Her Followers. 

Dr. See's Temple of the Church of the 
Christiike Deliverance is at Elm and La 
Salle street. It is said that her follow- 
ing includes a number of people of wealth 
and a number of others hopeful of wealth. 
Henry Clay of 150 Eugenie street, once 
an ardent believér and now a hailf- 
doubter, trembling with fears of “‘ bale- 
ful vibrations ’’ and some mystery akin 
to the “ gypsy curse,”’ has brought euit 
in Municipal court before Judge Martin 
to recover $3,500 from Dr. See. The case 
was yesterday put over to July 20 after 
G. R. Blake, counsel for Clay, entered | 
the claim. 


Clay Tells Basis of His Suit. 


Mr. Clay, with some miagivings and 
hesitancy: told last night of his experi- 
ences with the cult and the basis of his 
suit. He told, too, how Dr. See manufac- 
tured ‘‘ real egg noodles’ at 215 Schiller 
street, besides conducting a commission 
business and a few religious side lines, 

‘For several years I gave Dr. See 
money,’ said Mr. Clay. ‘** Once I had my 
will made in her favor. I met Evelyn 
Arthur See and Dr. See eight years ago, 
when they were lecturing on new thought. 
I was interested. I followed them to 
the Masonic temple. When the two 
agreed to disagree and separated, organ-

Gives Money to Priestess. 

**One time I gave her $450. Then I 
paid her $200 to start the commission 
business. I gave $150 to the high priest 
of the cult, Leonhard Eder, at her re- 
quest. 

“It was he who caused the trouble be- 
tween the Absolute Life leader and his 
wife. Four years ago Dr. See started to 
manufacture real egg noodles in Schiller 
street. As I had a wide experience in the 
hotel business, having a hotel of my own 
in Milwaukee avenue, I was appointed to 
sell noodles for the factory, which was 
doing a business of $600 a month. I was 
to receive $150 a month for my services 
and an interest in the noodle factory, by 
oral agreement. 


Loans Money to the Rev. Mr. Leder. 

I worked from May, 1911, to November, 
1912, without receiving. any reimburee- 
ment. I advanced money to the Rev. 
Leonhard Eder from 1910 to 1912 and con- 
tinued to work. “Then Dr. See, who rents 
a six apartment building at 1132 North La 
Salle street, in the name of Miss Densie 
Herendeen, asked me to take one of their 
apartments at $47 a month for rent. 

Without malice and without any inten- 
tion of harming his former leader, Mr. 
Clay and his wife gave some of asec ex- 
periences with the cult. 

“Dr. See called herself the ‘ Christlike 
-reincarnation,’'"’ gaid Mr. Clay. “ With 
her deliverance the world was to be en- 
tirely changed. She would make us al! 
bankers and fill all the high offices in the 
government with us, her poor followers, 
she said. That is if we prayed constant- 
ly for her and the high priest Eder. It 
did no good to pray for ourselves, she seid, 
because we could do nothing. She and the 
lieutenam of the cult were all powerful.

Czop offered 
to bet Ald Walkowiak $100 the saloon 
would be reopened. 


Mayor’s Memory Fails. 
. Then Czop was seen no more around 
the city hall. Yesterday Mayor Harrison 
allowed a license to be issued to the sa- 
loon at 1300 Cornell street, It was taken 
out in the name of W. Buckowszki, a 
neighbor of Czop. 

Mayor Harrison declared he issued the 
license to Buckowski on condition that 
Czop have nothing to do with the control 
of the place.. The mayor was asked if 
Ald. Schaeffer interceded in the matter. 

“ He may have,” he replied, “1 do not 
remember.’’ 

Frank Czop was arrested several weeks 
before his license was revoked on com- 
plaint of Mrs. Leon Wojcsynski, 1302 
Cornell street. Mra. Wojezynski testified 
she saw Czop and his bartender intice 
two giris into a back room of the saloon. 
Both Czop and hie bartender were con- 
victed. 

“T heard yesterday that Czop paid 
somebody $300 to have his license re- 
stored, "' she said. “I don’t know who 
got the money, but the saloon is to be 
reopened.

Dunne Comes and Goes and 
No Opponent of Roger C. 
Is Selected. 


“DARK HORSE” SOUGHT. 


It looks like a fresh starting “ dark 
horse’ for the Democratic nomination 
for United States senator against Roger 
Cc. Sullivan. 

Mayor Harrison has gone to the extent 
of declining to be a candidate under any 
consideration. even with the solidified 
support of the city hall, Gov. Dunne, 
the state administration, and whatever 
strength might be added by Senator 
James Hamilton Lewis and the new Dem- 
ocratic federal crowd. 

Identity Not Disclosed. 

The identity of the new condidate has 
not been disclosed. Gov. Dunne was in| 
close consultation last night at the Great | 
Northern hotel with County Treasurer | 
O'Connell. He did not confer with Mayor 
Harrison, and when he started for Spring- 
field at midnight there was no nearer an 
approach to an agreement on the sena- 
torship than existed prior to the gov- 
ernor's arrival in Chicago yesterday 
morning. 

Gov. Dunne declined to make any state- 
ment which would indicate his position 
either as to the senatorship or as to his 
attitude on the makeup of the Democratic 
county ticket. 

O’Connell Voices Dunne Attitude. 

County Treasurer O'Connell is in su- 
preme control as to the attitude of the ad- 
ministration forces in Cook county re- 
specting the county ticket. The most 
definite news which comes from that 
quarter last night was that United States 
Marshal John J. Bradley, the Dunne- 
O'Connell candidate for county treasurer, 
will deciine to be placed In the position of 
a recognized Dunne-Harrison-Hearst 
candidate for county treasurer and that 
he will run independently. 

Bradley to Head Separate Move? 

This position, as the Democratic poll- 
ticilans understand it, indicates that the 
Dunne-O’Connell people have determined 
to keep out of the councils of either the 
Sullivan or the H-H organization man- 
agers and will fight for themselves, rally- 
ing around Bradley and supporting such 
county candidates as they may deem ex- 
pedient when the fighting gets into close 
quarters shortly before the September 
primaries. 

The policy of the H-H committee in 
these circumstances, as expressed by 
Congressman A. J. Sabath, chairman of 
the H-H committee, is that there will be 
no avowed H-H slate in advance of filing 
day, Saturday, and an anti-Sullivan 
ticket will be picked from the entire field 
of petitions which may be filed for all of- 
fices.

ON SEX HYGIENE

One Woman Declares Chil- 
dren Already Know More 
Than Teachers. 


“LAX” PARENTS RAPPED 


(BY A STAF'T CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Paul, Minn., July 8.—[Special. ]}—For- 
cible opposition to the teaching of sex 
hygiene in the public schools was brought 
out today at the convention of the Natioa- 
al Bducation association. 

The opposition may have a bearing on 
the resolution which was to have been 
submitted tomorrow to the delegates. It 
is almost certain, judging from today’s 
meeting, that no resolution indorsing the 
teaching of sex hygiene in the schools 
could pass the convention. Nota single 
person came out in favor of the proposl- 
tion. Several of the speakers, including 
two Chicago women, who were scheduled 
to talk, did not appear at the hall. 

The speakers were bitter in their criti- 
ciam of parents for shifting their duty in 
the instruction of their children on sex 
matters, but said that it was no less their 
duty. 

Parental Neglect Criminal. 

Miss A. D. Moorman, who said she was 
pfincipal and one of the teachers in a 
small, fashionable public school in Kan- 
sas City, cailea the neglect by the parents 
of their children criminal. She said it 
Was not knowledge of sex matters the 
children needed, as many of them already 
knew more of that than their teachers. 

“If the children had the same protec- 
tion in the home as they have in the 
school,” said Miss Moorman, “they would 
be pure and modest. The lack of protec- 
tion given to the children of our best fam- 
ilies is criminal. 

“I was a grown woman before ever 
I saw a woman put her hand on a man in 
talking to h I saw it in Chicagoina 
park. I was shocked. Today our chil- 
dren are allowed to become too familiar. 
I try to correct them in school, but they 
tell me their mothers allow them to do it. 


Raps Bathing Suits. 

“‘And the things they say are shock- 
ing, disgraceful. The things aome of my 
young girls discuss I wouldn't mention if 
I were alone with my grandmother be- 
hind closed doors. I am just so old fas 
joned as to believé that you can’t put o 
he bathing suits we see today on th 
beach and keep your modesty. 

* By intercepting a note from one of 
the girls in my school to another, I found 
the girla were discussing a subject that 
made the hair stand right up on their 
mothers’ heads. Their parents were hor- 
| Fitted when I brought the matter to them. 

“Those children. had dances every Fri- 
day night, and that is where it all origi- 
nated.”’ 

| Dr. Charlies R. Keene of the Minneapo- 
|lis schools and N. D. Showalter of the 
Cheney Normal school, Cheney, Wash., 
both asserted that the school is not the 
place to teach sex hygiene, although they 
admitted it ought to be taught. 

One of the resolutions which it is said 
will be presented tomorrow is an attack 
on the autocratic manner in which the 
big foundations are said to work in edu- 
cational matters. The resolution orig- 
inally was directed against the Carnegie 
foundation. It is said the National Edu- 
cation association resolution will rec- 
ommend that foundations get the per- 
mission of the public school authorities 
of a city before making a survey or inves- 
tigation in any city.

Favoring the initiative, referendum, 
and the recall. 

Opposing free transportation to public 
officials. 

Favoring full suffrage for women. 

Favoring civi: service law for estate,

Favoring single ballot primary act for

REBEL AGAINST DELAYS

Washington, D. C., July 8.—[Special.}< 
That the administration has been expect- 
ing an uprising in the Philippines for 
months past was made known today by 
officials close to those in charge of the 
island affairs, They said they were not 
surprised by THE TRIBUN®E’s information 

that a widespread revolt is brewing. 
Because of the promises of Philippine 


form orators certain portions of the 


independence made by Democratic plat-- 


island people became so worked up over | 


the idea of immediate independence, ac- 
cording to these officials, that when it di@ 
not come with the inauguration of Pres- 
ident Wilson there were serious revolts in 
several parts of the islands. 


Revolts Quelled; News Suppressed. 
These revolts were put down largely be- 

cause of advance information given the 
wrmy by the secret service and the Philip- 
pine constabulary, and then the news was 
‘uppressed from the outside world in or- 
er to keep the sentiment for independ- 
nee from exceeding all bounds. 

In one instance there was a serious 
fight, and sixty-five of the leaders in the 
insurrection were arrested following the 
victory of the American troops. These 
men were not prosecuted for sedition be- 
cause of the fear of a general uprising 
throughout the island of Luzon, of which 
Maniia is the capital and most important 
city. 

Because they have come into possession 
of these facts, largely througi: the dis- 
patch published today by Tue TRIBUNE, 
congressmen and senators asserted there 
would be no immediate steps taken to- 
wards granting the Filipinos independ- 
ence. — 


Doubtful Over Independence. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, chelir- 
man of the senate committee on the Philll- 
pines, said he favored granting the islands 
independence as soon as they are ready 
for it. 

“I am not prepared at this time, how- 
ever,’ said Senator Hitchcock, “to pro 
pose legislation which will fix a definite 
date for the granting of independence. I 
think the process will be a long and a 
slow one before the islands are made 
ready.”’ 

Representative Jones of Virginia thinks 
the islands can be made ready in a few 
years, eight at the most. On the other 
hand, Congressman Towner of Virginia, 
ranking Republican member of the house 
insular affairs committee, say it will be 
many years before they are ready for 
self-government. Mr. Towner is opposed 
to any legislation now which may serve 
t> provoke trouble. He believes the Jones 
bill will accomplish no good, while it may 
precipitate trouble. 


Jones Bill Divides Filipinos. 

It is apparent here the Filipinos Know 
the contents of the proposed measure 
well. One of the bitter struggles in the 
islands is between the Christian and non- 
Christian peoples. The former include 
the greater portion of the population, 
about 6,500,000, while the latter have 
about 1,500,000, Under the Jones bill, the 
senate will be divided so that non-Chrig- 
tian tribes will have representation. 

Only last week a proposition was sub- 
mitted to Representative Jones whith 
would give the Christian tribes control 
of the affairs of the non-Christians, This 
proposition included @ gerrymander of 
the islands by which the non-Christians 
would be thrown into districts, the ma- 
jority of the people of which would be 
Christhians, who thus would gain the long 
coveted control over them. 

President Wilson rejected the scheme, 
notwithstanding the strongest kind of 
pressure brought upon him to accept & 
by the Filipino politicians. 


MRS. PANKHURST JAILED 
AS SHE RENEWS STRUGGLE. 


Taken as She Resumes Command of 
Militants—Court Riot Follows 
Her Reappearance. 


LONDON, July 8.—In Holloway jail to- 
night Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst is pay- 
ing with imprisonment the penalty of her 
return today to active leadership of the 
militant suffragists. 

Her resumption of authority, which was 
to have ended the brief respite fm the mil- 
itants’ campaign, was short lived. She 
was arrested as she emerged from her 
headquarters at the London offices of the 
Woman’s Social and Political union to go 
to lunch. 

Simultaneously with the reappearance 
of Mrs, Pankhurst a violent scene was 
created in the central Criminal court, 
where Mrs. H. F.. Alice Hall, Miss Grace 
Roe, Miss Julia Jameson, and Miss Ellen 
Armes were brought up for trial for con- 
spiracy. 

The prisoners had been arrested during 
a raid on a west end flat on May 21. 

Miss Roe and Mrs. Hall when brought 
into court, surrounded by women ward- 
ens, refused to plead. They threw papers 
and pens from the prisoners’ inclosurs 
and shouted a commentary on their treat- 
ment in Holloway jail. 

Mrs. Halil and Mrs. Roe were sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment each. 
Misa Armes was found not guilty and 
Miss Jameson was diecharged for lack 
of evidence.
